i A Big Saving. 

These .figures vere revealed In a 
■Treasury statement, Issued recently, 
appealing to the American public to 
Itum its savings from abstinence into 
jWar Savings Stamps or set them aside 
;for investment in Liberty Bonds. The 
Treasury statement reminded the pub- 
!llc that these savings which are being 
effected are of no value to the govern- 
iment in its prosecution of the war 
'unless they ate made available for 
'its use. 

: The Fuel Administration reported 
that the saving of gas^oliue on the sec- 
ond gasless Sunday amounted to 
'6,000,000 gallons, which, valued at 25 
cpnts a gallon, meant a saving to 
American pockelboolis of $1,250,000. 
In transportation alone this meant a 
saving of 625 tank cars for an average 
haul of 200 miles. 

The rubl'i r saved by giving tiro.T a 
day's rest v. ould be sut'Iicient to equip 
;8,600 motor trucks for the American 
army with, tires capable of running 
;6,000 miles.

"No doubt these factors will le ap- 
preciated in time end the bonds will 
ultimately find their proper market 
levels," says t/>e Wall Street Journal. 
That financial journal goes on to ^ay 
that the under-par j)rices quoted uur- 
ing the summer on some of the issues 
reflect only a temporary condition. It 
says further that every effort is being 
made and will be made by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to see that all 
legislation which has to do with money 
will work out to the benefit of tbe 
bondholder. 

Financiers who have studied the 
loan sales, which have been compara- 
tively few, report that a large number 
of the transactions are started by mis- 
informed holders of small amounts of» 
bonds who do not understand the tax 

statu te.^. 

"A great many small investors In 
the 4 and 4^ per cent bonds," says the 

Wall Street Journal, "do not seem to 
rpali/.e lhat their securitie.s for the 
rr.ost part possess the same merits as 
the tax free 3Vi per cent bonds of the 
First issue. The 4s and 4%8 are fully 
as free from the normal income tax as 
the 3%s and no surtax or excess prof- 
its "tax now effective or later to be

$5,000 worth."

St. Louis, Sept. ... — FIjTures com- 
riled froin the reports of the three pre- 
ceding loans by experts here show that 
In the Third Liberty Loan, subscribed 
last spring, the farming communities 
were the strongest supporters of the 
drive. Forecasts of the coming loan, 
as prepared by farm club officials, 
bankers in touch with the rural com- 
munities anti ofricers of the various 
farm ]ia:;ut\s, indicate that tlie farm- 
ers are again goi.ig ovor the top. 

Admitting that the corn crop has 
.suffered material damage in Missouri, 
ISouthern Illinois and Kansas, the gen- 
eral opinion is that the farmer has 
made up his mind that he will take all 
of the Fourth Liberty Loan that he 
can afford and — more. 

He clearly understands that in order 
to win this war the loan must be sub-

We feel that opportunity should be 
given all the members to see roads 
during the good weather so that we 
all may learn more of what consti- 
tutes a good road. Past meetings 
have not been of th'e greatest benefit 
because inspection trips conl(|' not 
be arranged. 

Second^ a radical change has been 
made in the program. Instead of 
the usuil speeches indoors it is plan 
ned to have all speaking done out- 
doors. The speech on "Gravel 
Roads" will be delivered right on a 
gravel road. The speech on Maca- 
dam Roads'' will be delivered right 
on that kind of a road and a history 
of that particular road will be given. 
All members will be driven in auto 
mobiles to the various roads. The 
members will be told how to build 
concrete bridges and, a small budge 
will be built while the speaker ex- 
plains how the concrete should be 
mixed and how the steel should be 
placed. 1 he various methods of 
repairing roads will be explained 
while the Daviess County teams and 
machines actually do the work. 

Daviess County has all kinds of 
roads from gravel to macadam rock 
asphalt and brick within easy reach 
of Owensboro.

The county owns and operates the 
most complete roael building outfit 
in the State. Sixty head of mules, 
several ro Icrs, many graders, etc. 
An exhibition of all this outfit at 
-work will he given. 

It is planned to make the meeting 
the most practical and beneficial 
gathering ever held by the road 
builders of Kentucky. It is difiicult 
at any time to, build good roads and 
in war times the best methods mirst 
be used or nothing of value can be 
ac<rompirstfe3~wEe^^^ h 
terials arf ifb difficult to secure. 

The City of Owensboro and Davi- 
ess County wi)l entertain all visitors 
royally and no pains will be spared 
to make the visit pleasant as well as 
valuable.
